The clock was turned back at Chapel last Sunday when Mrs. Clews and Miss 
MacCallum both appeared at the service.

Mention of the Infirmary leads us to admit that there are three cases of 
whooping cough in temporary residence there, but the epidemic appears to have 
been stopped at that figure. As a result of the whoops the Prep School did not 
come to Chapel yesterday morning, and instead of Mr. Page at the organ we 
heard the service played through by 14 year old Ross Smith, who with Jonny 
Robinson of the Prep, is an efficient understudy. 

There must be something about the Prep that induces air mindedness. In 
our first bulletin we noted that Henry Holden three years a Prep master, had 
left and is a Pilot Officer in the R.C.A.F. and is now overseas. Of Mr. Page's 
three sons, Wally is a Sergeant Pilot in the R.C.A.F., Len is training for the 
Fleet Air Arm, and Bern is in the British Air Ministry in Canada. If the Prep 
is for the sky, the Upper School, it would appear, is for the sea. Mr. Love, 
in his ninth year as master here, and housemaster of Chapman House, and Mr. 
Glass, who came here last year as a master, and had been here as a boy, have 
been accepted by the Navy and will start their training after Christmas.

In the race to get the roof of the new Recreation Room on before the snow 
came in earnest, the roof won comfortably, and at the moment of writing the 
building looks pretty complete from the outside. Green shingled roof, walls of 
light-coloured half logs, and a row of eight windows in the front overlooking 
the first team fields. Inside, the sheeting of the walls is complete, while 
work is going on at the moment on the stone fire-place and chimney. 

The sixth forms attended a talk a week ago by Major Ney of the Overseas 
Education League. The lecture, on the defence of Britain, was intensely 
interesting, illustrated as it was with films supplied by the British Ministry 
of Information. 

Talking of talks - the Head's speech on Thanksgiving Day was commented on 
in newspaper editorials from coast to coast, and he is slated to address the 
Canadian Club of Montreal early in the New Year. 

And talking of the Head, his father, Sir Wyly Grier, is spending the 
winter in Lennoxville, and is holding small art classes in the school, where 
he has his studio. We have already seen some fine results in charcoal studies 
by Adams, Lynn, Macdonald and Whitehead.
